ADDRESS, 
Delivered at the military celebration of Independ- 
ence, in this city—1808. 


Friends and Fellow Soldiers, 


SU frequently has the event which 
we are now assembled to celebrate, been 
made the theme of the orator—so many 
and so various have been. the attempts to 
elucidate its causes, and depict its, conse- 
quences—so ably has it been defended, and 
so finely has it been eulogized, that little is 
left within the compass of my feeble powers 
to perfurm.—On this occasion, and in suck 
hands, a public address is in danger of be- 
coming 

** tedious as a twice told tale, 
Vexing the ear of a drowsy man.” 


but to hearers of liberal minds, apologies 
are unnecessary. ‘They cannot cover “de- 
fects. ‘They cannot palliate errors. If I 
cannot please, your patience shall not be 
severely taxed. I shall not attempt to 
make up in length, for deficiency in inter- 
est. 

Did I here think proper to follow the 
common practice of the dav—assume the 
otlice of a political censor—and turn this 
great and distinguished anniversary into a 
season of rancour, hatred, and unfriend- 
ly contention, I might indeed swell this ad- 
dress toa volume—l! might entertain you 
for hours—I might inflame your feelings— 
I might excite unimosity—uand, finally, 
while celebrating the independence of 
your country, might almost induce you to 
become the slaves of your own passions and 
prejudices. 

Bat such, my countrymen, js not my pur- 
pose. With shame and remorse shouid I 

stand here to scatter firebrands and discord 
amongst American soidiers—men who are 
united by every henorable Ue that binds 
freeborn souls together,—-No, my friends, 
warmiy as I am attached to my political 
tenets—ardently as I engage in the party 
strucrles of the times—on this occa-ion [ 
would stifle every feeling of resentment— 
I would silence every lisp of contention—I 
would even forget that we are called by 
different names.—If, amongst this respect- 
ed audicnce, I have a political or personal 
chemy, [ know it not to-day. I meet him 
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as a friend—I greet him as a brother—lI as- 
sociate with him, as a fellow soldier, enga- 
ged in the same cause, animated by the 
same desire to serve his country.—This 
sentiment I trust, I know, is reciprocal. 
Every person in this assembly, desires 
only to encourage a spirit of friendship and 
harmony.—Lvery heart beats high with 
patriotic ardor. Love ofcountry surpasses 
every other passion. Party-spirit is sacri- 
ficed onthe altar of peace and unity; and 
the grateful incense mounts to heaven.— 
And if the spirits of departed heroes and 
patriots are permitted to look down on the 
transactions of this transitory world, with 
what satisfaction must they view this tran- 
quil scene. 

On such a day as this, to throw the 
veil of forgetfulness over all our party 
bickerings, is one of the greatest, the sub- 
limest efforts of patriotism. 

To bury all our party distinctions, and u- 
nite together under the bright standard of 
our liberty, the emblem of our indepen- 
dence, is one of the happiest, the noblest 
transactions of our lives. 

Let us proceed, then, my brethren I 
arms, with candor and sincerity, to consid- 
er what are the qualities that constitute the 
soldicr—and what are his several duties:-—— 

Here I speak not of the soldicr who 
fights for pay, without regard to the cause 
or consequence of the quarrel in which he 
is engaged. Such a soldier is but a mer- 
cenary andaslave. He becomes the pas- 
sive instrument of ambition, and executes 
any duty which atyrannical master may 
put into his hands.—Not such is the scl- 
dier of freedom—the citizen soldier. He 
subserves no cause but that of liberty. He 
does not destroy, under the colour of pro- 
tecting the rights of his country.— 

Under a government like ours, where 
all authority—all power—is derived imme- 
diately from the people—where the people 
build up, and where the people pull dovn— 
where every men contributes to the public 
weal and to the general detence-—every sol- 
dier is a citizen —and every citizen may be- 
come a soldicr.—Such is the nature of our 
constitution and policy, thet the some man 
who directs our civil affairs,iu U mes of peace, 
is bound to take command of our armies, 
in time of war. Here, then, the Pe ton a: 
of the soldier is the highest, the most res- 
ponsible in the nation. — 

He who exercises his c/vil vights to-day, 
may be called upon to defend his national 
rights, atthe paint of the bayonet, ¢o-mor- 
row.—And I trust, should such be the e- 
vent, that every man who wesrs a military 
b.dge, will step forth with the same alacri- 
ty to protect his liberties, as to exercise 
them when secured. 

Were f, feliow soldiers, te present you a 
puicm of real soldier, against whom not 
even his ¢aemiescould lisp a censure, with 

















pride and pleasure would [ turn to our de- 
parted hero, who has been wel! described as 
being “first in war—first in pea wee fir.t 
in the hearts of his countrymen.”—Was'i- 
ington was an unequalled Sey gees yet 
he was a man, “take him for all i in all, we 
shall not look upon his like again.” Wash- 
ington was ambitious; but he was ambi- 
tious only of the applause and esteem of his 
country : ‘And may such an ambition in- 
spire us all, He strove not to bend the u- 
niverse to his power. He delighted not in 
fields of blood. He feasted not on slaugh- 
terand human misery. He coveted not 
the name of a terrible conqueror. He de- 
sired not the power to sweep off thousands 
t a blow. 


‘* A power to hart, is no such noble thing— 
** The toad can poison, and the serpent sting.” 


So thought Washington. Mighty in wat 
—he was still greater in peace. Generous 
as he was brave, he conquered the hearts of 
both his friends and enemies. He saved 
his country from foreign subjugation. He 
hushed the voice of civil discord. He pre- 
served his fellow citizens from the horrid 
slavery of their own passions. In the held, 
he laid the foundation of the monument ef 
his glory—In the cabinet, he reared its 
mighty summit to the skies. 

Oh! thou bright pattern of excellence! 
May thy noble example inspire the hearts 
of thy countrymen—and may every Amer- 
ican soldier, every free-born citizen, pursue 
the path of glory marked out by thee! 

Shall L, unversed as I am in the toils, the 
trials of war—Shail I, who could scarcely 
lisp the name of freedom while our forefa- 
thers were fightilug for its attainment— 
Shall Il, herve in the presence of these who 
have been trained up in the school of Wash- 
inglon—presume to point out to you, the 
duties aud the business ofa soldier £ Much 
more would it became me, to refer the 
task to older and to abler hands. 

‘Lo become good soldiers, it is first ne- 
cessary to become good citizens. He wo 
would defend and protect the laws, should 
first learn to obey them. He alone who 
knows how toappreciate the value of our 
civil insuituGons, and our social ensoy ments, 
can fight in their support, with becoming 
zeut and tit mness. 

‘The soldiet’s ¢ a noble character—but it 
is ennobled only by the merit of the wearer 
The highest soak fe in the gift of our govern 
ment, cannot alone confer honor. He who 
would derive honor from an office, must 
himself do henor ¢o that office. And let iibe 
remembered, that the subaltern or private, 
who fills his station well, is more praise— 
worthy than his superior, who falls short of 
his duty. . 

Let no military man flatter himself that 
he knows too much to be instructed. Per- 
fection in the, military scicnce, 23 Ret at- 
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Hitary character, pledges his honor, his 
property, and his life, to support his na- 
ton’s liberty and independence; and no 
man who does this, will hesitate to redeem 
that pledge, when events render it necessa- 
ry. The responsibility is of immense 
magnitude ; but 1 am prond to declare my 
belief, that I dm encircled by men who will 
ever stand ready to discharge the great, the 
sacred obligation. When our hation wants 
defence, myriads of her hardy freemen, will 
fiock to her standard. Does an cnemy 
threaten us, the voice of millions will bid 
him defiance, and dare him to the combat. 
-—Here no traitors will mect encourage- 
ment—no tyrant find support. 
Our venerable futhers, the heroes of the 
revolution, laboured faithfully in the field 
of honor—and they have reapt 2 harvest of 


glory. ‘Whey fought for liberty, for inde- 
pendence. ‘Lhey won it, and vere content 


-—even though for this prize, they yielded 
up their fortunes and their blodd. —Let ws, 
icllow-soldiers, emulate their great exam- 
ple. Let us here, on this day, offer up 
our oaths to defend the prize won by our 
futhers.—‘* Where 'iberty dwells, (said the 
venerable Franklia,) there’s my country.” 
Let us go farther, and say, Where our 
country is, there sfall liberty dwell. Let 
us cultivate the arts of peace and friend- 
ship—but let us not neglect to ‘train our- 
selves to arms. © Like the sovereign eazte, 
that beais the emblem of our independence, 
let us ever present to the world the peace- 
ful olive—but let us never forget to hold 
up the avenging arrows, as the opposite al- 
ternatite. A aation may be loved and cs- 
tcemed for its virtues—but its rights will 
never Le respected, until iis power is dread- 
ec. 

Fellow-Soldicrs—May harmony contin- 
WEto pervade our ranks. Maya spin: of 
noble emulation inspire us. siay we de- 
serve the esteein ofour country. May we, 
with our brethren in arms throurhout the 
union, foria aninipenetrable phalanx around 
our constitution and libertics—and mav the 
first foe who attempts to break down that 
harrier, meet the dreadful fiie due to his 
tomicrity.

Messrs. Printers, | have heard you talk a 
great deal about fui offices and oifice seck- 
ers ; but have never heard you say a word 
of the health officer’s fees at the quarantine 
vi New-York. Hence I conclude you have 
not been informed of that pretty little annu- 
al income of 38,727 dollars. Doctor John 
R. &. Rogers, the present health officer, 
is 2 very quictold soul. 1 have never heard 
any complaints from him during the four 
and halt years in office—nor from those who 
appointed him. But it cannot escape you, 
Messrs. Printers, that there are, (as esti- 
mated from the custom house returns) for 
the last six years, from 2,800 to 3,150 ves- 
scis, that enter yearly from foreign ports ; 


}. and from 1,800 to 1,850, coastwise, from 


the southward of Cape Henlopen, between 
tne first days of May and November, in- 
clusive. From each vessel arriving from 
aforcign port, the doctor receives $7.50 
the whole year, and from each coastwise, 
arriving as stated, between May and No- 
vember, $4.50. Besides the Legislature

But 
cominerce flourishes best without too much 
reguiauion.” — I therefore infer, that ships 
co not pay their part to the country, |b 
paying its whole revenue ; and must ‘ak 
tinue on paying this health officer, (a ver 
quict old gentleman) 38,727 dollars wien 
year, because no one of the faculty, in this 
or the United States, might be found, whe 
would yiacly accept the office, and distharge 
the duties of it equally to the satisfaction 
of the state, fora fixed salary of 3 or 4009 
doliars the year—but this would not do. It 
would have a tendency to “knock off all 
the shackles of commerce,” and leave it 
without too much regulation. 

I do not believe, Messrs. Printers, that 
the sum of 38,727 dollars, has ever been 
distributed among the great men of the 
day. Atleast, I have never seen any ac- 
count of it from the treasury department 
of the state. It is very possible the quiet 
old doctor, knows what to do with it. But 
lL hope some of the new legislature will 
enquire into the matter at their next ses- 
sion. For my part, I wish to have the 
Quere solved. At present, I can see no 
reason why the duties of that office cannot 
be as well discharged with the salary men- 
tioned, as with 38,000 dollars.
